the extraordinary notion that laws 
ate made for those who choose to 
obey them. And In addition, our 
law-enforcement machinery Is suf- 
: firing from many Infirmities aris- 


ing out of Its technicalities, Its cir- 
cumlocution's, Its Involved proced- 
ures, and too often, I regret, from 
inefficient and delinquent officials. 
,We are reaping harvest of these 


defects. More than 9000 human be- 
ings are lawlessly killed every year 


k 
In the United States. Little more 
I/ than half as many arrests follow. 
' Leu than one-sixth of these slay- 
ers are convicted, and but a scan- 
dalously small percentage are ade- 
quately punished. Twenty times as 
many people In proportion-to pop- 
ulation are lawlessly killed In the 
United States as In Great Britain. 
In many of our great cities murder 
can apparently be committed 
with 


Mmpunity. At 
least fifty times as 
many robberies In proportion 
to 
population are committed in the 
United States as in Great Britain, 
and/three times as many burglar- 
ies. Life and Property Unsafe. 
Even in such premediated crim- 
es as embezzlement and forgery 
our record stands no comparison 
•with stable nations. No part of the 
country, rural or urban, Is immune. 
Life and property 
are relatively 


more unsafe than in any other civ- 
ilized country in the world. In spite 
of all this we have reason to pride 
ourselves on our institutions and 
the high moral instlcts of the great 
majority of our people. No one will 
assert that such crimes would be 
committed if we had even a normal 
respect for law and if the laws of 
our country were properly enforc- 
' in order of dispel certain illus- 
ions in the public mind on this sub- 
ject, let me say at once that while 
violations of law have been increas- 
ed by inclusion of crimes under the 
eighteenth amendment and by the 
vast sums that are poured into the 
the patronage of illicit liquor 
by 
hands of the criminal classes by 
otherwise responsible citizens, yet 
this-is but one segment of 
our 


problem. I have purposely cited the 
extent of murder, burglarly, rob- 
bery, forgery 
and 
embezzlment, 


for but a small percentage of these 
can be attributed to the eighteenth 
amendment. In fact, of the total 
number of convictions for-felony 
last year, less than eight per cent 
came from that source. It s there- 
lore but a sector of the invasion 
of lawlessness. 
v 


R«epect for Law Fading. 
What are we facing today is 
something far larger and 
more 
fundamental-the pisslbiUty 
that 


respect for law as law is fad- 
ing from the sensibilities of our 
•people. Whatever the value of any 
•law may be, the enforcement of 
that law written in plain terms up- 
on our statute books is not, in my 
mind, a debatable question. Law 
should be observed and must be 
enforced until It is repealed by the 
•proper processes of our democracy. 
', The duty to enforce the laws rests 


• :upon every public official and the 
duty to obey it rests upon every 
^""individual has the right to 
determine what law shall be obey- 
ed and what law shall not be en- 
forced. If a law is wrong, its rigid 
enforcement is the surest guaranty 
of its repeal. If it is right, its en- 
forcement is the quickest method 
of. compelling respect for it. 
I 
have seen statements published 
within a few days encouraging cit- 
izens to defy a law because that 
particular journal did not approve 
of the law itself. I leave comment 
on such an attitude to any citizen 
with a sense of responsibility to his 
country. Must Take Stand. 
' In my position, with my obliga- 
tions, there can be no argument on 
these, points. There Is no citizen 
who i would approve of the presi- 
dent of the United States assuming 
any other attitude. It may be said 
by some that the larger responsi- 
bility for the enforcement of law 
against crime rests with state and 


• local authorities and it does 
not 
concern the federal 
government. 


but it does concern the president of 
the United States, both as a citizen 
and as the one upon whom rests 
the primary responsibility of lead- 
ership for the 
establishment of 
standards of law enforcement ,in 
thi.s country. Respect for law and 
obedience to law does not distin- 
guish between federal 
and state 


laws—it is a common conscience. 
After ail, the processes of crimi- 
nal law enforcement 
are 
simply 
Methods of instilling respect and 
fiear into the minds of those who 
have not the intelligence and mor- 
al-instinct to obey the law as a 
matter of conscience. 
The real 
problem Is to awaken this con- 
sciousness, this moral sense, and if 
necessary to segregate such degen- 
erate minds where they can do no 
future harm. 


Two Immediate Problems. 


1 We have two immediate problems 
before us in government. To inves- 
tigate bur existing agencies of en- 
forcement and to reorganize 
our 


lystem of enforcement In such man- 
tier as to eliminate its weaknesses. 
It is the purpose of the federal ad- 
ministration 
systematically 
to 
strengthen its 
law 
enforcement 
agencies week by week, month by 
month, year by year, not by dra- 
matic displays and violent attacks 
in order to make headlines, not by 
violating the la witself 
through 
misuse of the law in its enforce- 
ment, but 
by steady pressure, 


steady weeding out of all Incapable 
and negligent officials no matter 
K;hat their status; by encourage- 
ment, promotion, and recognition 
for, those who do their duty; and 
by. the most rigid scrutiny of the 
records and attitudes of all persons 
suggested for appointment to offi- 
cial .posts in our entire law enforce- 
ment machinery. That is adminis- 
tration for which my colleagues and 
I'are as fully responsible, as the 
human material which we have at 
our disposal will permit us to succeed 
Furthermore, I wish to determine 
and, as far as possible, remove the 
sources of Inherent defects in our 
present system that defeat the most 
devoted officials. 


Needs Reorganizing. 


; Every student of our law enforce- 
ment mechanism knows full well 
that it Is in need of vigorous reor- 
ganization; that its procedure un- 
duly favors the criminal; that our 
.-judiciary needs to be strengthened; 
that the method of assembling our 
juries needs revision; that justice 
inust be more swift and sure. 
In 
our desire to be merciful the pen- 
delum has swung in favor of the 
prisoner and far away from the 
protection of society. The sympa- 
thetic .mind of the American people 


, | in its overconcern about those who 
,^ are .in difficulties baa swung too]

This is , the basic question 
of the understanding, the ideals, 
the relationship of the individual 
citizen to the law itself. It is in 
this field that the press plays a 
dominant part. It Is almost final 
in its potency to arouse the inter- 
est and consciousness of our peo- 
ple. 
It can destroy their finer sen- 


sibilities or it can Invigorate them. 
I am well aware that the great ma- 
jority of our important journals 
day by day give support to these 
high ideals. 


Points Out Defect. 


I wonder sometimes, however, if 


a little more support to our laws 
could not be given In one direction. 
If, instead of the glamor of ro- 
mance and 
heroism, which 
our 


Ameriacn imaginative minds too 
frequentjy. throw around those who 
break the law, we would invest 
with a little romance and heroism 
those thousands 
of our officers 


who are endeavoring to enforce the 
law it would itself decrease crime. 
Praise and respect for those who 
properly enforce the laws would 
help. Perhaps a littlo better pro- 
portioned balance of news concern- 
ing those criminals who are con- 
victed and punished would serve to 
instill the fear of the law. 
I need not repeat that absolute 


freedom of 
the press to discuss 


public questions, however, to every 
individual conscience, whether flip- 
pance is a useful or even legitimate 
device in such discussions. 
I do 


not believe it Is. Its effort is as 
misleading and as .distorting of 
public conscience 
misrepresentation. 
as 
Not 


deliberate 
clarifica- 


tion, but confusion of issues arises 
from it. 


Would Reject Many Laws. 


Our people for many years have 


been intensively absorbed In busi- 
ness, In the astonishing upbuilding 
of a great country, and we have at- 
tempted to specialize in our occu- 
pations, to strive to achieve in our 
own specialties and to respect com- 
petency of others in theirs, 
consciously, we have carried 


Un- 
thls 


psychology into our state of hiind 
toward government. 
We tend to 


regard the making of laws 
and 


their administration as a function 
of a group of specialties In govern- 
ment whom we hired for this pur- 
pose and whom we call public serv- 
ants. After hiring them it is our 
purpose casually to 
review1 their 


actions, to accept those which we 
approve, and to reject the rest. 


This attitude of mind is destruc- 


tive of self-government, for 
self- 


government is predicated upon the 
fact that every responsible citizen 
will take his part in the creation 
of law, the obedience to law, and 
the selection of officials and meth- 
ods for its enforcement. 


Every Citizen's Duty. 


Finally, I wish to again reiter- 


ate that the problem of law en- 
forcement is not alone a function 


j or business of government. If law 
can be upheld only by enforcement 
officers, then our scheme of gov- 
ernment is at an end. Every citi- 
zen has a personal duty in it—the 
duty to order his own actions, to 
so weigh the effect of his example, 
that his conduct shall be a posi- 
tive force in his community with 
respect to the law. 


I have no criticism to make of 


the American press. I greatly ad- 
mire its independence and Its cour- 
age. I sometimes feel that It could 
give more emphasis to one 
phase 


or another of our national prob- 
lems, but I realize the difficulties 
under which It operates. I am won- 
dering whether the time has not 
jome, however, to realize that we 
are confronted with a national nec- 
essity of the first degree that we 
are not suffering from an epnemer- 
al crime wave but from a subsid- 
ence of our foundations. 
Seeks Aid of Press 


Possibly the time is at hand for 


the press to systematically demand 
and support the reorganization of 
our law-enforcement machinery— 
federal, state and local—so that 
crime may be reduced, and on the 
other hand to demand 
that our 


citizens shall awake to the funda- 
mental cnosciousness 
of 
demo- 


cracy which is that the laws are 
theirs and that every responsible 
member of a democracy has the 
primary duty to obey the law. 


It is unnecessary for me to argue 


the fact that the very essence of 
freedom is obedience to law; that 
liberty itself has but one founda- 
tion, and that is in the law.

Farm relief claimed predominating 
attention on both sides of the capi- 
tol today as congress entered the 
second week of its special session. 


Not only had President Hoover's 
declaration against the export de- 
benture plan focused interest on 
this subject, but the house had re- 
acted the last day of Its general 
debate on a farm relief bill which 
meets his views and the senate was 
at the beginning of a discussion of 
its measure. 


As the principal piece-of legisla- 


tion recommended 
by President 
Hoover, both chambers are giving 
farm relief right of way. The 
house plans to pass its bill Wednes- 
day or Thursday, but the senate, 
operating under rules which do not 
permit such limitations on discus- 
sion, is expected to require several 
weeks for consideration of the pro- 
posal. 


Although the President's declara- 


tion is counted on to prevent adop- 
tion of the debenture provision by 
the senate and thereby forestall a 
serious disagreement between the 
chambers on this Issue, the first 
week of the session has 
clearly 


pointed to difficulties In prospect 
over other proposals on the admin- 
istration program. 


The disagreements appear to be 


brewing most actively within the 
republican fold in the senate. Sen- 
ator Reed, republican, Pennsylva- 
nia, leader in the "regular" repub- 
lican ranks, is prepared to lead a 
fight gainst the executive's propos- 
al for repeal of the national orig- 
ins clause of the immigration act 
and also against the sharp limita- 
tion he desires on tariff revisions. 


Republican 
members 
of "the 
house ways and means committee, 
meanwhile are rounding out their 
draft of the tariff revision bill in 
closed sessions and expect to have 
the measure ready for considera- 
tion by the house as soon as it dis- 
poses of the farm bill..

the operation of the Watermelon 
Garden in Galveston. He contend- 
ed that he had been freed on 23 
counts of indictment and as the 
jury 
disagreed on the remaining 
conspiracy count, the government 
precluded from trying him again 
for conspirary. 


The lower court sustained 
the 


government's contention that the 
conspiracy charge on which he was 
tried a second time was a separate 
offense from those covered by the 
23 counts on which he was found 
not guilty.

FOR BIG BATTLE 


IN SONORA STATE 


REBELS ARE~ENTRENCHED; 


CUT OFF FROM CHANCES 


TO RETREAT 


MEXICO CITY, April 22.-OT- 
Ten thousand federal soldiers under 
General Plutarco Ellas Calles forg- 
ed northward today 
across 
the 


sounthern boundary of Sonora for 
what may be the last big battle of 
the revolution. 
At Masiaca and San Antonio, So- 


nora, fifty miles north of the fed- 
erals' starting point, a rebel army 
of between 6,000 and 7,000 men was 
entrenched. 


Between General Calles' maAn ar- 
my and the rebel earthworks was 
General Talamentes with 2,500 fed- 
eral cavalry, and news was expect- 
ed here hourly of the initial clash. 
The positions at Masiaca and San 


Antonio represented a 
rebel ad- 
vance toward the federals of 23 
miles from their 
former strong- 
hold of Navojoa, and was believed 
to indicate their desire to oppose 
definitely the federal armies which 
almost without a clash forced them 
out of the state of Sinaloa. 
In one sense the fight has been 


thrust upon the rebels, a gun boat, 
the Progreso, stationed in the har- 
'hor at Guaymas having taken a 
position commanding the railroad 
there and effectively cutting off 
their retreat. The gunboat Bravo 
put In at Mazatlan yesterday and 
was starting north to reinforce the 
Progreso at Guaymas immediate- 
ly. General Almazan's army, clos- 
ing In from the 
north, 
further 


heightened hazards of retreat. 
Indian Chieftain 


Deserts Rebels 


NOGALES, Ariz., April 22.—(/TV- 


Hard pressed revolutionary forces 
today were left without the support 
of General Francisco Urbalejo, Ya- 
qul Indian chieftain and his com- 
mand, estimated 
at 
600 to 1,000 


men. 


Urbalejo, who led his warriors 


Into Sonora from Chihuahua last 
week, avowedly to continue fight- 
Ing for the rebel cause, appeared in 
Douglas, Ariz., yesterday. 
He pro- 


claimed he was through with the 
revolution and was held in custody 
of United 
States 
officials. 
His 


army evidently 
had 
broken up. 


Many of his soldiers were seen 30 
miles south of Agua Prieta, mov- 
ing: toward the Yaqui reservation. 


Fewer rebels were 
in Nogales, 


Sonora, also, 
some have 
moved 


southward on troop trains Sunday. 
They evidently expected to battle 
with advancing federals in South- 
ern Sonora. 
A contingent of 250 


rebels left Nogales for Sasabe, lit- 
tle border town where several of 
their comrades 
were 
killed and 


wounded in a battle last Friday. A 
fight loomed there with the rebels 
intent upon retaking the town from 
the federals.
